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Preface 

In  presenting  to  the  teachers  of  English  in  the  Evening 
Schools  our  “Pictorial  Lessons  for  Foreigners ,”  we  be¬ 
lieve  that  we  are  offering  helpful  material  for  which  a  real 
need  has  been  felt  for  many  years.  While  this  material  is 
primarily  intended  for  beginners ,  to  be  used  either  in  con¬ 
junction  with  another  book  or  as  introductory  material  to 
more  difficult  reading ,  it  will  also  be  found  useful  for 
intermediate  classes  as  vocabulary  review  or  supplement¬ 
ary  work,  particularly  as  the  material  is  presented  in  such 
form  that  the  student  can  do  much  review  work  by  him¬ 
self  outside  of  class. 

The  pictorial  material  of  each  lesson  is  accompanied  by 
the  corresponding  text  in  English,  questions  based  upon 
this  text,  and  two  exercises  which  are  intended  to  afford 
sufficient  practice,  but  the  possibilities  for  conversation 
based  upon  the  illustrations  are  far  from  being  exhausted 
and  are  only  suggested  and  exemplified,  so  that  much  can 
be  added  in  treating  each  picture,  as  for  example  in  lesson 
2,  No.  4,  where  the  following  questions  may  be  added  to 
the  one  already  given:  What  is  the  lady  knitting ?  With 
what  is  she  knitting ?  Is  it  an  old  lady  or  a  young  lady 
who  is  knitting ?  With  how  many  needles  is  she  knitting? 
etc.,  etc.  Furthermore,  it  will  be  found  that  most  of  the 
exercises  “A”  can  be  applied  to  any  of  the  other  lessons, 
thus  furnishing  an  abundance  and  considerable  variety  of 
exercises  for  practicing  the  contents  of  each  lesson.  In  the 
beginning  the  student  will,  of  course,  require  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  teacher  and  one  or  two  examples  for  carrying 
out  correctly  the  directions  to  be  followed  in  these  exer¬ 
cises.
